The ultimate irony of it all is that the mobile home is 
no longer truly mobile. The average home today moves 
less than 500 miles during its lifetime-- usually from 
factory lot to parking site. Moving a home as little as a 
mile costs over $100, and usually entails repairing joints 
and fitting* which have came loose. 
The biggest headache facing potential mobile home 
buyers today is restrictive zoning. This has caused a 
nationwide shortage of parking places. In Southern 
California, for example, land costs for mobile parks run 
to something like $1.50 per square fool. This means that 
it nine mobile homes are squeezed onto an acre, the land 
cost lone m about $5,000 per homesite To qualify for a 
space in one of these parks, a potential tenant must buy a 
trailer from that park or from an approved Ufa of dealers
